hundred Wasq each, eighty Wasq of 
dates and twenty Wasq of barley. 
(When ‘Umar became the Caliph) he 
gave the wives of the Prophet ^ jji ^ 
fiL-i the option of either having the land 
and water as their share or carrying on 
the previous practice. Some of them 
choose the land and some choose the 
Wasq, and ‘Aisha «_ui ^ choose the 
land. ( Sahih Al-Bukhari, Hadith No.

‘Umar <_i* <_w ^ expelled the Jews and 
the Christians from Hijaz.

The 
Prophet fL-j <jji ^ then asked for his 
covering sheet, put it on, and set out 
walking, followed by me and Zaid bin 
Haritha till he came to the house where 
Hamza was. He asked permission to 
enter, and they allowed him, and they 
were drunk.

had done, but Hamza was drunk and his 
eyes were red. Hamza looked at Allah’s 
Messenger pj — ^ and then he 
raised his eyes, looking at his knees, 
then he raised up his eyes looking at his 
umbilicus, and again he raised up his 
eyes looking at his face. Hamza then 
said, “Aren’t you (all) but the slaves of 
my father?” Allah’s Messenger ^ ^ 
pi— j realised that he was drunk, so 
Allah’s Messenger ^ ^ retreated,

I was collecting for my 
she-camels, equipment of saddles, 
sacks and ropes while my two she- 
camels were kneeling down beside the 
room of an Ans&ri man. I returned after 
collecting whatever I collected, to see 
the humps of my two she-camels cut 
off and their flanks cut open and some 
portion of their livers was taken out. 
When I saw that state of my two she- 
camels, I could not help weeping. I 
asked, “Who has done this?” The 
people replied, “Hamza bin ‘Abdul- 
Muttalib who is staying with some 
Ansari drunks in this house.” I went 
away till I reached the Prophet *di j* 
^ and Zaid bin Haritha was with him. 
The Prophet ^ <*>* uji ^ noticed the 
effect of what I had suffered on my 
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
